Please turn 
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What to do 
when smog hits 

With a number of second-stage smog 
episodes already reported this summer, 
as opposed to few last summer, it is 
important that people know what they can 
do to minimize the health effects of smog, 
warns Helen Williams, president of the 
American Lung Association of Los An¬ 
geles County. 

“A second-stage alert or episode 
means that the air is unhealthful for every¬ 
one, while a first-stage episode is un¬ 
healthful only for sensitive persons (youths 
under 18, the elderly, and those with 
breathing problems),” Williams explained. 

The American Lung Association sug¬ 
gests that there are a number of things 
people can do during second-stage alerts. 
Avoiding strenuous outdoor exercise is 
the most important of these. 

Other health measures include: drink 
extra non-alcoholic fluids; set your air con¬ 
ditioner on recirculate or use an activated 
charcoal unit; refrain from smoking and 
avoid those who do; avoid dust, smoke, 
fumes, sprays and aerosol solutions; 
avoid congested traffic areas. 

Sensitive persons should take these 
measures, especially the avoidance of vi¬ 
gorous outdoor exercise during first-stage 
episodes.

Heat still 
beats streets 

Feeling hot under the collar? No won¬ 
der. Every day seems to get hotter and we 
all yearn for a respite which doesn’t 
seem to be in the immediate future. 

Here are a few pointers to protect 
ourselves against heat-related illnesses: 

• Avoid unnecessary physical ex¬ 
ertion. 

• Wear a head covering when ex¬ 
posed to direct sunlight. 

• Use sunscreen lotion on exposed 
skin to prevent sunburn. 

• Eat small, low-calorie meals. 

' • Drink plenty of water and fruit 
juices. 

• Avoid alcohol excess. 

• Avoid tight, constrictive clothing. 

Persons not on salt-restricted diets 

may add extra salt to their diets. Persons 
with salt restriction should check with 
their physicians before adding salt to their 
diets. Persons on daily medication should 
seek advice from their physicians con¬ 
cerning the combined effects of heat and 
particular medications. 

Heat exhaustion is brought on by ex¬ 
cessive sweating and loss of body chemi¬ 
cals. Some of the most common symp¬ 
toms are profuse sweating, weakness, 
dizziness, headache, nausea, dim or blur¬ 
red vision, pallor, cold damp skin, ex¬ 
treme tiredness and feelings of apprehen¬ 
sion. A physician should be consulted. 

Heat stroke is an advanced state of 
heat exhaustion in which a person feels 
as if he or she is “burning up”; the skin 
is hot and dry and loss of consciousness 
occurs. This condition should be treated 
as an emergency in a hospital. 

Be careful and beware of hot spots. 
And take good care of yourselves.

And, some rules on 
letters to editor 

From time to time we receive letters 
to the editor about a specific former em¬ 
ployee of the city. These letters call this 
individual uncomplimentary names, and, 
therefore, we do not publish the letters 
even though they are signed. Our reason 
for not publishing these letters is, of 
course, the possibility of a libel suit 
against The News. 

Another rule we follow concerns let¬ 
ters signed with pseudonyms. Letter 
writers who wish to remain anonymous 
may do so if the editor of The New., 
knows confidentially who they are. Their 
identity will not be revealed unless they 
specifically give the editor permission. Ed. 


After you get out your whip and chair to 
tame those expenses, especially that convenient 
but expensive pocket plastic, then you’re ready 
for the first Fearsome Foursome: money for an 
emergency. Actually this one is about defini¬ 
tions, not about money. 

For example, you can’t define a new out¬ 
fit, jewelry, your new puce Belchfire sports 
car or that dream vacation to Lake Ungentine 
as emergencies. But sudden medical bills, or the 
time the family had to spend a week at a 
motel after you found termites in the house 
big as Buicks, major loss of income, dis¬ 
ability — those are true emergencies. 

The experts’ rule of thumb is to set aside 
10% of your gross income (income S1000, 
set aside $100) until you have enough to meet 
expenses for 2-6 months and after that it goes 
to savings. No way you can set $100 aside? 
It may seem so: Fogarty’s Law says “The 
amount of money you need to live on is 
always just a little more than the amount you 
earn.” 

If so, then play poker with yourself. Ante 
up that $100 just so you can stay in the big 
game later. Or figure it’s a bonus just because 
you do a good job. Either way, tuck that 
monthly C-note into the highest rate you can 
find with safety, liquidity, in tax-free or tax¬ 
able status depending on your situation. 

Then let it grow. Augie Duesenberg could 
have meant your account when he said “Car¬ 
buretor is a French word that means ‘leave it 
alone’.”

Christianity came 
with beautiful 
missions to Calif. 

This is the last in series of travel articles on 
the California missions. 

The /.cal and devotion of the Spanish padres 
in bringing Christianity to the wilderness was truly 
remarkable. 

Starting in 1698, the Jesuits, Dominicans and 
Franciscans established 30 missions in the formid¬ 
able wilds of Baja California, a few of which 
remain today, and 21 more, along with a number 
of asistenicas and separate churches, in California. 

Each was almost an empire of its own. Today 
only fragments remain, some only replicas of the 
originals, but the distinctive and unique flavor of 
each provides a varied experience for those who 
tour the chain. 

Mission Santa Cruz, founded in 1791, is located 
just east of Route 1, off Mission St., in Santa 
Cruz. 

This ill-starred mission of the Sacred Cross 
knew many misfortunes and today only one ori¬ 
ginal building still stands. In 1931, a small replica 
of the mission church was built and a museum 
now contains relics of the early years. 

Founded in 1777, Mission Santa Clara de Asis 
has been a part of the University of Santa Clara, 
since its founding in 1851. 

Devastated by flood, earthquake and fire, 
today’s chapel is a reproduction of the old mission 
church. The original garden and one of the bells 
remain, together with a number of relics in the 
chapel and university museum. 

Located in Freemont, some 15 miles to the 
north, the remnants of Mission San Jose can be 
found at 433(X) Mission Blvd. 

Today only one original building, which housed 
the padres, remains, along with a restored chapel. 
The museum houses a collection of vestments and 
artifacts. 

The mission called Dolores, San Francisco de 
Asis,was founded in 1776. Located at 16th and 
Dolores Streets in San Francisco, the little church, 
now surrounded by the great city, is the most 
appealing of all the mission churches. 

Miraculously spared by the 1906 earthquake 
and fire, it has remained unchanged since its erec¬ 
tion in 1791 and, with careful preservation, kept 
in its original state. 

Although it is dwarfed by the magnificent 
Mission Dolores Basilica next to it, the peace!ul 
serenity of the beautiful small church speaks to 
the heart. 

The sights of San Francisco, its colorful 
neighborhoods, noteworthy museums, beautiful 
parks and historic buildings, should also be savored 
by those who visit Mission Dolores. 

North across the Golden Gate Bridge is the 
site of Mission San Rafael Arcangel, founded in 
1817 and located at 1104 Fifth Avc., in San Rafael.

Danny Lewis, Guardian Angel coordinator, 
reports that 22 showed up for the first training 
session last Friday. They were from Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia, Monrovia, Temple City, Duarte and South 
Pasadena, and most of them were youth; however, 
one of those who attended was the mother of one 
of the youth. 

Lewis explains that they arc learning patrolling 
techniques besides self-defense, physical condi¬ 
tioning and citi/cn arrests. Alter two hours of train¬ 
ing they spent two more hours patrolling Sierra 
Madre, Arcadia, Duarte and Monrovia. 

Regular sessions will be Mondays and Fridays, 
7:30 p.m., usually at the county park at Hunting- 
ton and Santa Anita.

“Housebreaking your puppy” 

The best age to begin housebreaking your 
pup is between 12 to 16 weeks. Be sure that 
vour pup does not have worms (roundworms 
are common in puppies), because infested dogs 
lack good bowel and bladder control. Your 
vet can check for worms by examining the 
feces of your dog. 

Author Mary C. Peterson gives advice on 
housebreaking in the informational booklet, 
“Easy Ways to Housetrain Your Puppy.” 
She says: 

“Set a rigid schedule for your dog’s teed- 
ings and give him a consistent diet — no 
table scraps, treats, or changes in type of food 
until he is thoroughly trained. Pups should be- 
fed three times a day. 

“Put his food down for 20 minutes, then 
remove it. He’ll learn to eat all his ration as 
soon as it’s available. Leave water out all day, 
but remove it around 7 p.m. 

“As soon as the pup has finished his meal, 
go with him to an outdoor spot. When he 
eliminates, give him lots of praise and take 
him inside immediately. 

“Take your pup outside to the same spot 
as soon as lie wakes in the morning; after 
he has finished playing, napping, chewing, 
drinking and eating, and before he goes to 
bed. Always be sure to praise him when he 
eliminates and clean up alter him. 

“If you consistently use the same door, the 
pup will learn to scratch on the door to in¬ 
dicate his needs to go outside. During this learn¬ 
ing process, watch for signs that your pup may 
have a house accident: sniffing the floor, turn¬ 
ing in circles and restlessness. It you notice 
these behaviors, take him outside immediately. 

“To deal with an accident indoors, correct 
him by saying ‘no’ firmly, then lead or carry 
him outdoors. Rubbing his nose in the ‘mis¬ 
take’ will terrify your dog and slow down the 
learning process. 

“Clean the floor or carpet with an odor 
neutralizer to prevent him from returning there 
and repeating his mistake.”

Beware of ‘dog watch’ warning

Termite, Nancy Miller’s 15-year-old pet, will 
find watching the neighborhood a little easier 
now sinee she and her owner have lormed a 
Neighborhood Watch in their area. 

Nancy invited 80 families to her home to meet 
officers from the Arcadia Police Department who 
explained how the program works. Seventy-two 
neighbors attended.

At the meeting, tips on how to prevent 
crime were discussed and block captains were also 
elected. These captains will be kept informed by 
the police department of any crime patterns in their 
area so that they can inform neighbors to keep an 
eye out for that type of behavior. 

The police department will install the Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch signs next week. 

Do these signs really serve as a deterrent to 
crime? Policeman Ron Buck of the Monrovia Police 
Department says yes, they serve as a visual re¬ 
minder to criminals that this neighborhood is pro¬ 
tecting itself by looking for and reporting sus¬ 
picious events as well as marking all valuables 
with identification number. “Criminals don t like 
marked items because the value goes down when 
they try to fence them," says Buck. “These pro¬ 
grams mean that the criminal faces a higher risk 
of being caught. In effect, it creates a crime dis¬ 
placement situation. “Criminals are going to work a 
neighborhood that doesn t have a Watch program 
more than one that does.” 

Current studies have shown a tremendous de¬ 
crease in crime in neighborhoods using this type ot 
program.
